This In
whown In u dispatch recelved ut the State
departmont late last night from Minlster
Beaupre at Bogots., Presldent Roosevelt,
the Amerfcan congress and the Amerioan
poople are targeis of violent denunclations.

The minlster's dispatohes make no ref-
erenoce as to the tme when he intends to
leave Bogota on the leave of absence
granted Lilm by the Biate department. No
uncariness s felt by the department for
the minister's personal safety,

Hon. Henry L. Wilaon, the United States
ninister to Chill, In a dispateh to the State
dopartmeént reports that the action of the
United Btatea In the Panama matter is ro-
celving the support of thoe press and the
Mading people of that country., They look
with favor on the aots of the United States

AUSTRO-HUNGARY HAS TRUST

Methodn Are Objected to, bhwt
Cartel Wil Probably Not Be
Controlled,

VIENNA, iw 2 —~Much Indignation is
expressed here over the steadily Increasing
price of oll. Since the formation of the
Austro-Hungarian petfoloum cartsl prices
have been advanced 50 per cont, with the
prospect that they will go still higher s
noon as tho present stocks becon.o ex-
hauntod. The advance Infllets the greatest
hurdnhip on the poorer clisses, sspecially
on the thousands of tallors and dress-
muakers who work in thelr own homes., The
local authoritles of the several districts
have taken the matter up and are urging
the city council to use evory means to
break up the oll monopoly, There Is, how-
ever; not the slightest prospect that these
efforts will he wucossaful. The eartel has
completed its organization, the only mat-
ter remaining still unseitled relating to
the export tmde. Both the Btandard OIl
company and the Deutsche bank are con-
tinuing thelr efforts Lo come to an agree-
ment with the cartel regurding the Ger-
man market, bot a strong section of the
Austrinn reflnors wish the cartel to remaln
Independent of these parties,

CANADIAN STOCKMEN ANGRY

Bay They Wil Not Exhibit at 5t Loals
Unless Condltions Are
Changed.

OTTAWA, Nov. 2.—It s understood that
the directors of the Bl Louls exposition
are unwilling to meet representatives of
the hve stock Interests of Canada until
the latter decide whether or mot they will
exhibit at Bt. Louls This attitude in hardly
Hkely to bring about any change of front
on the part of the breeders and stoclkmen
of Canada.

In fact, the likelihood is that they will
lssue an uitimatum refusing Lo send stook
to Bt. Louls unless there I¢ a decided modl-
fleation of the regulations under which
Canadian animals are admitted into the
United Btates, az well as of the condition
upan which the priss lats are bused. Breed-
era in Canada fredly express the opinion
that those engaged in similar pursaits in
the United States are afraid of Canadlan
competition. This fanr, they say, ts hasoed
upon the success which lve stock exhibits
schieved at Phlladeiphia, Chicago and Buf-
falo, .

Husluess Men for Consuls,

It s interesting in this copnection to
know that the consular servics of the Uni-
ted Staten In 1001 cost us $147.000. In 1002
the cost was 390,000 and for the fiscal year
ending June 30, the cost was 326000, which
makes the consular service almost self-
sustaining. The reduction in the cost of
the servics according to Becrotary Felrce
wis partly due to increases In officll fees
And partly to sconomy on the part of the
Btate department. Mr. Pelrce, however, be-
lleves that while economy I8 a necessary
factor of good government, be s of the
opinion thut too much econmy would seri-
oumly Impalr the usefuiness of the con-
sular mservice. "The consul and the com-
merclal agent,” sald Mr. Pelree, o dis-
cussing some of the recommendstions of
his report, “Is not expected o be tralned
In the wchool of diplomacy, He is the bag-
man of the government In a wide sense.
He In the pald agent of the government
to represent the business Interests of
our country in ths world's markets,
The consul or commercial agent should
therefore be, frat of all, & keen
buniness mun. Secondly, he should not
only ve a splendid business educa-
tion, Dut should also be uwble to speak
the language of the country to which he
jds accredited. In this .com age,
whereln compatition Is most cute and the
leading nations of the world are all en-
deavoring to push thelr several manufnc-
tures, it becomen absolutely necessary for
us as & nation to bring the consular ser-
vice to the highest degree of efficlency.
The conservative methods practiced u dec-
ade ago have been relegaied to the rear.
Germany and France are gquite ms alort
as wo are. In some particulars those
countries have adopted methods simi-
lar to our own insofar as the consular ser-
vice is concerned. Consulur reports are pub-
lithed In the other sountries very much
after the muanner of our own. In conse
quence of this the forelgn manufaoturpr
knows what we are dolng qulie as well ws
we know whut is being done by our for-
elgn rivals to séours trade.”

The present understanding s that a prop-.
osltlon to fix a day for adjournment will
be mads by the senute on Monduy or Thies-
dny. whereupon It will be formally con-
veyed 1o the house, This will form &
bunls for negotintion, as thus far thers
has been no conforonce between the mems
beérs of the two houses on the adjournment
auenstion. The understanding in the senste
Is that the day for taking a vole on the
Cubun bill will be fixed without the ad-
Journment of the extra sesslon. The bill
will then be reported by Senator Cullom,
chilrman of the committes on forelgn re-
lations, and he will ask that a Aate be mot
for the vote, whereupion December 18 will
be set If the present plan Is carried out

Senators Want o Go Home,

When the republican senators secure this
agreement they will be comparatively in-
different as to whether tho senats remuins
In session or nol. They think It prefer-
nhle thnt the extra sesslon should come to
i close, A many senators desive to wviait
their homes before the regular sesslon bLe-
gins, but If an adjournment is not had
there will be 4 general agreement among
senutors which will render t unnecessary
for & mujority to remain in Washington.
If any considerable number of senators
deaire to mest Yor the purpose of making
and listening to speeches on the Cuban
bill they will be allowed that pricilege with
the undorstanding thut no other
#hall be taken up. 1 thare are no
to e made the senste will take
adjournments for three dayw ul a time,
permitted by the constitution, wilthout ref-
eranee to what the hovse may do. Thors
are a number of senutors who desire to
discuns the Cuban bill, but it {8 probable
most of them will postpons their speeches
until after the beginning of the regular
sesslon, December 7,

After belng reported tomorrow the Cuban
bill will lle on the table for m day unless
there In unanimous consent that its con-
sideration ahall begin immediately, When
It Ix taken up Beputor Cullom will make &
brief speech In explanntion of s merits,
There probably will be no &addredses by
friends of the bill untll toward tha end of
the discussion. In the meantime the Col.
orado, Loulsinna, Texas und Wlorida sen-
ators and probably some ethers will make
speechos Intended to show that the ensot-
ment of the bill Into law will be injurions
to tho sugur Intorests of the nited Btates
and contrary to the best public polley.

In nddition to recelving the report on the
Cuban bill, the senate probably will make
